The People Likely to Suffer For Want of 
Food. 

JACKSON, Miss., October. 1.—[Special.]— 
There are no new cases or deaths, with one ex- 
ception sick convaiescing. The general health 
is good, except a few cases of chills and fever. 
The feeling is yery general that there will not 
be another case, but for the present absentees 
must not think of returning. The health au- 
thorities will give notice when they will con- 
sider it safe forall to return. Several have 
entered the lines today, aud Drs. Johnston 
and Hunter haye issued ‘an order sending 
them to the refugec- camp. All ofhers 
who enter without special permission will be 
promptly quartered in the refugee camp. 

The destitution among the selpead wensie 
and among some of the wlhrites, is so great the 
Howards wil! be compelled to commence issu- 
ing rations. Indeed, they have thus far sup- 

lied the sick nurses and quarantine guards 

he supplies distributed have been purchased 
from Mr. Myers, agent of the Illinois Central 
depot from consignments to local merchants 
whose stores are closed. 

The Howards have reeciveé less than $2,506 
to date and the rations to be issued tomorrow 
With other expenses incurred will exhaust 
their resources. Wo have an indefinite prom- 
ise of rations from Washington, but unless 
they reach here within the next four days the 
Situation-will be very embarrassing to those 
who are trying to afford relief as well as to 
those who are destitute.

THE ST. AUGUSTINE SITUATION, 

St. Augustine is now writhing in a perfect 
cyclone of agitation over the fact that Dr. Neal 
Mitchell has notified Dr. Raney,of the St. Au- 
gustine board of health, thatin the futre no 
more telephone bulletins will be sent him, but 
if the ancient city people waut the news they 


that the dengue fever (that's what the St. Au- 
gustine people call it) has invaded several 
houses in that city and several deaths have oc- 
curred. A mild type of yellow fever prevails 
to some extent in Hillsboro county. Nine 
cases were reported last weck and two deaths-- 
A.J. Knight’ two children, Discharged—Mrs. 
B. Phillips. Convalescent—Mrs. Johnson, of 
the Tampa botel. Discharged—Rev. J. F. 
Bell and Miss Mary Phillps. Under treatment 
but doing well, Mr. Page and Mr. Paul, both 
convalescing. Father O'Sullivan died last Mon- 
day. Allofthe above cases lave developed 
in houses and families .where 
have ocenfred, clearly showing that the per- 
sons must come in close contact with the 
causes of the disease, and that the atmosphere 
isnot generally infected. There have beer. 
oniy four deaths from. yellow fever in Tampa 
since the first case appeared, on the 7th of 
August. Two of these deaths occurred on the 
sthandoneon the Lith of August, and the 
ourth on the 24th. The cases on hand, so far 
as known and reported, are generally of a 
mild type and doing well. Since August 25th 
seyen cases ef yellow fever occurred at Mango. 
No only 01 reported by UDr. 
but the presumption is 
that tho other Cases are of the 
game charazter, No other cases of fever are 
known or reported in the county. Thus it wil 
be seen that the situation is not at all sérious, 
so far as sickness is concerned. 

Dr. R. M. Wells, who was sent to Palmetto 
last Saturday, reports about 20 cases of yellow 
fever on hand, generaliy doing well, and three 
deaths during Friday and Saturday. The 
country people and citizens of smali towns are 
certainly doing their best to koep the fever 
away. Eight negroes from Jacksonville are 
reported in custody at Trastiand, 30 miiecs south 
of Palatka. A guard of men supplied with 
shet guns are keeping the dusky sons of Ham 
in custody. 

Jacksonvillians who are away may be as 
thankful as they please for the improvement 
in afiairs here, but they inust make up their 
minds to stay away some time longer. Weeks 
must elapse before they can return with safety 
to the city.

GOV. GORDON. AMONG THE VISITORS. 


The Great Display of Agricultural and Min- 
eral Wealth—The People Enthusiastic 
Over the Displays. 


Rome, Ga., October 1.—[Staff Correspond- 
ence. }—There is something exhilarating in the 
clear, crisp October air of north Georgia. 

The people here are 2s enthusiastic as if they 
had been drinking champagne, and as clear 
headed as tetotalers. The climate seems to 
have the same offect on poople now as it had 
when the Cherokee Indians grew taller, more 
valiant than all the neighboring tribes. 

Talk toa Rome man nowand he will tell 
you that there is no place like north Georgia, 
and if you listen to him three winutes he will 
come near convincing you #iat heis right, 
and if you go with him to the exposition he 
will give you an ocular demonstration. 

On the way he will show you a herd of Jer- 

seys like one I passed on the road this morn- 
ing, and he wiil call your attention to the fact 
that their hoofs are cutting marble dust from 
the turnpike. 
(These turn pikes radiate from Rome in six 
directions for five miles from town, and about 
fifteen of these thirty miles are macadamized 
with marble. 

Mr. J. D. Calden, of Atlanta, who collected 
and arranged the Flogd county mineral ex- 
hibit, :omarked to me this morning: ‘I had 
no idea what a rich country they had up here. 
They have cight kinds of iron ores, and manga- 
nese in massive deposits. One piece that I 
will bring weighs a ton. ‘The lithographic 
stone near Cave Spring is of the finest quality. 
This yellow dust@¥ochre. There is a moun- 
tain of it in the North Carolina district of 
Floyd county, aud it is worth $16 a ton.”’ 

He showed me a piece of mica twelve inches 
long, nearly as wide, and as transparent as 
plass. 

The massiveness and variety of the mineral 
exhibit is striking, but the most beautiful 
feature is the display of marble. There are 
polished slabs of black, mottled and gray, anc 
the markings of the darker varieties are ex- 
qwisite in their delicate tracery of white. It 
is wrought into a handsome design which 
shows the adaptability of this stone for clocks 
or interior decorations. 

The exposition main building which shows 
a frontage of two hundred and fifty feet as 
you approach onthe dummy or railroad cars, 
is in the usual form of a long two-story build- 
ing with 150 foot wings across each end, trac- 
ingon,the grounds a colossal ‘‘],’’ which 
stands for industry, : 

Among the various industries represented, 
the bustling merchants, as usual, take up a 
large share of the space, but the exbibits of 
minerals and agriculture injthe north wing and 
manufactures in the south wing are intcresting 
and creditable. cag 

‘The upper story as usual is devoted to art 
and needlework. The Shorter college art dis- 
play takes up the south end of the gallery and 
the Rome Female coliege occupies the other 
extreme, leaving the sides for needlework and 
the like. These exhibits are not all in place, 
but they will make a fine display by tomorrow. 

The stock and cattle, show, promises to be 
the finest feature of thefair.” Floyd county ' 
is noted for its Jerseys and Mr. A. I. Ross,the 
leading Jerseyman, has charge of that depart- 
ment. 

The race track is one of the best half-mile 
tracks in the south, and the racing promises 
to equal anything ever seen in the state. An- 
derson and Mcintosh have astable here from 
Marietia. They have entered Miss Cauley 
and Neia Pine, two favorites at the Piedmont 
exposition races, Tim Cauley, Molly Marring- 
ton and Henry .W. Styles. 

Mr. R. ‘JT. Armstrong, 
the new Armstrong 
ny fine stable here froin Nash- 
ville. He has entered SBonesetter, Dr. 
Holmes, Frank L, Laura F, Albert Golddust 
and Richard Golddust. 

Ross McDonald, of Anniston, has a stable of 
three herses, and Mr. Scheussler, of Atlanta, 
entered Lillian H. 

Billy Williamson, of Mobile, has a stable 
here, and there are some fine horses entered 
from Rome, including W. A. McGhee’s horse, 
Bostick. 

The outlock for attendance is good. Ihe 
exposition has been well advertised on the 
railroads leading into Rome, andthe people 
will come from allover north Alabama and 
north Georgia. 

There will be an immense crowd here to 
meet Governor Gordon tomorrow, and Govy- 
ernor Seay, of Alabama, will be an additional 
attraction. Governor Seay has much of Gen- 
eral Gordon’s magnetism, and makes friends 
wherever he goes. The exposition people 
are looking for ten _thousand people 
to meet the two governors, and the prospect 
for the opening day is excellent. 

The people are already coming in by the 
steamboats and railroads, and the trains will 
be crowded tomorrow.

The reception room and parlor are finished 
in oak with high carved cherry mantels and 
mirrors. The dining room yery much resom- 
b's that of the Anniston Inn, with the ceiling

* The hotel has 110 rooms and cost $140,000, 
and the furnishing cost $25,000. 

This hotel, which is ono of the most elegant 
and best appointed in the sout™ was secured 
by a joint effort of tho business men last year. 
They raised a subscription, a bonus of $25,000, 
which they give to Mr. R. T. Armstrong and 
his associates, who contracted to build a hotel 
that would cost $109,000.

A storm 
was encountered, and for days the hold was iasten 
edup, and numbers of the negroes died from sick- 
ness cansed by the foul air. There were a number 
of ferocious men among the cargo who had to be 
kept in chains. 

When the Wanderer approached the South Caro- 
lina coast sue was sightei by a@ government boat 
and given chase. During the night she dropped 
enchor off Poa aligo, and the cargoof negro men 
and women was debarked, 

Umwalla, oras he was soon afterwards called, 
Lucius, wastaken to a Carolina plantation near 
Beech island, and put to work there, 

Lucius is very fond of the ‘white folks,” as he 
styles the family of bis old master and mistrevs, and 
frequently calls to see them—walking several miles 
to do so. The style of punishment followed among 
his tribe was to break the culprit’s neck by a sudden 
wrench from a forked stick. 

Lucius tells, in his quaint way, of the interesting 
features of slavery. No negro womab was permit- 
ted, however gorgeous her toilet otherwise, to. wear 
a veilorgloves. Negro men‘were neither pe:mitted 
to carry a walking cane nor smoke a cigar on tle 
streets. They could not remain awzy from their 
quarters after 9 o'clock at night without a permit 

rom their amaster. 

Lucius says he is glad he was brought to this 
country. as he has learned the way to save his soul. 
His an: e@stors took no account of Sundays. Lucius 
has sufiered greatly from the cold. He says many 
of those who came over with him died of consump- 
won. 

He is not lonesome here, for on a neighboring 
plantation—on Captain Ben Tillman @ piace—are 
many nezroes from his old home, aud they /re- 
quently meet and converse in African. They do 
not atfempt toimpart the language to theirchildren, 
he sx: ® and of course all vestiges of it, save what 
they huve engrafied on the southern patois, must 
soon die out. 

He was asked about the amusements of his folks 
at home; and said the dancing here was very much 
like iu Africa, only there -, ow had war dances, 
which were marches with chanting. He says some 
of the songs sung by the field hands (the air) are 
very much like those ot his people, and when he 
hears several voices singing together one of those 
wild, weird reffains his thoughts are carried acro:s 
the ocean to his home among the primitive scenes 
of his youth. 

Lucius was delighted with the picture of himself, 
and opened his eyes in amazement at the crude ex- 
ecutions of the artist, who caught a rather good 
likeness of him whiie he was talaing, showing how 
he wears his goatee, platted after his African an- 
cestors’ custom.

| Dukes, who was killed this morning at the

about six miles from Macon on the Jefferson- 
ville road, 

Mr. Dukes is a well-to-do and highly-re- 
spected farmer, and his daughter, who met 
such an untimely end, wasa most admirable 
lady, aged about thirty years. She was the 
helpmate, the main stay of the family. She 
was domestic, industrious, and asincere Chris- 
tian, and her death isa grievous blow to her 


father, relatives and friends. ; 
This morning about eight o’clock, Miss 
Dukes was engaged in some household duties, 


-either sweeping or scouring the floor. She 


went to shove back the door of a room behind 
which was agun on a rack, when the gun fell 
to the floor and both barrels were fired. One 
the loads struck Miss Dukes un- 

the right eye and pass- 

into the head, scattered 

her brains. over the floor, and she fell 
a corpse. Noone wasinthe room with her 
at the time but a little negro boy. Mr. Dukes 
had started to the field and was not far from 
the house when the distressing occurrence 
happened. When he reached the scene his be- 
loved daughter was clasped in the arms of death. 
Miss Dukes was a niece of Mr. W. H. Jones, 
of Macon, and had other relatives in this city, 
Wood & Bound furnished a coffin for the re- 

mains. 

The shock to her father is said to have been 
very great. , 
A hearse will leave the city tomorrow for 
the body and bring the remains to Fort Hill, 
in East Macon, and at 10.0’clock the funeral 
services will occur. 


SEVERAL PERSONS HURT. 


The Wild’Run of a Mule and Its Serious 
Results.

THE STRAY MATCH 


Which Set the Cotton Bales in Flames—A 
Cigarette Smoker Causes the Mischief. 

MADISON, Ga., October 1.—[{Special.]—It 
seems that the warehouses. of this little city 
are doomed te be the victims of the fire fiend. 
Within the last few years two have been 
burned to the ground, and many a bale of cot- 
ton lost. No longer ago than the beginning of 
this year was the large warchouse owned by J. 
"E. Godfrey burned. 

On yesterday the mamr sth house owned by 
C. M. Furlow, Sr., came near sufforing a 
like calamity. On last Saturday the cotton 
poured into this city so rapidly that it was im- 
possible for the warehouses to manage it. 
About sixty bales were left on the platform in 
front of Furlow's warehouse, which is near the 
main business portion of the city. Yesterday 
afternoon about 2:30 o’clock, a8 & young man 
was passing ulong the sidewalk, he struck a 
match, and after lighting his cigarette, he 
threw the lighted match carelessly into 
the cotton. nstantly the cotton blazed 
up, and with the assistance of some negro 
boys, the young man tried to extinguish the 
flames. But their efforts only caused the fire 
to spread and soon twenty bales of cotton were 
enveloped. : 

An alarm “ras raised, the fire bell rung, and 
soon nearly all the men and boys in the city, 
both white and colored, were on the spot, roll- 
ing the cotton in different directions. Alpha 
fire company’s engine played upon the fire, 
andaftera hard struggle the fire was con- 
quered. About twenty bales were partly 
burned, all of, which belonged to 
Mr. J. H. Rucker, owner of _ tho 
compress. Mr. Jim Tweedy, Mr. Rucker’s 
agent here, estimates their loss at about $400, 
covered by insurance. 

Had the warehouse burned a whole block 
would have been in danger; im fact, the busi- 
ness portion of Madison might have gone. This 
morning bales cf cotton could be seen in all 
directions, where they were carried yesterday 
by the crowd, and the smellof burnt cotton 
pervades the atmosphere.

TOO WEAK, 


A TRAIN CRASHES THROUGH 
SIXTY-THREE FEET. 


TRESTLE WAS 


AND 


en ~~ -— 


Engine and Cars Piled on Each Other and 
Haman Lives Crushed ut Beneath Their 
Weight -The Dead and Dying. 


From the Columbus, Ga., Enquirer-Sun. 

At 3:30 o’clock yesterday morning Superin- 
tendent McClintock, Transportation Master 
Ford, and Drs. Grimes and Walker left the 
depot for the wreck. ‘Shortly after the wreck- 
ing train went up with a large force of hands 
on board. A casket and burial robes were also 
sent up for the purpose. of bringing back the 
remains of Mr. Charles Webster, the young 
and highly pony citizen of Columbus, who 
was killed in the catastrophe. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the Central 
oftice was informed by wire that the speeial 
reached the wreck at 7 o’clock. The particu- 
lars wired about the crew of the wrecked train, 
every one of whom was more or less injared, 
were as follows: William D. Keene. engineer, 
scalded, badly bruised and injured in the arm; 
Ike Weaver, the colored fireman, badly 
scalded and bruised; Morgan Phillips, flag- 


man, badly bruised and internally injured 9. 


Joe Reny, colored train hand, bones 
and badly shaken up; John Lanceford, colored 
train hand, skull terribly fractured and other- 
wise fatally injured; J. H. Hall, conductor, 
badly bruised and otherwise injured. 
It was later stated that Lanceford was dy- 
ng. 
DEATH AND DESTRUCTION EVERYWHERE. 
When the special train reached the wreck 
éverything wasin indiscriminable confusion. 


+ The entire train, consisting of sixteen heavily 


laden freight cars, the monster engine, No. 
512, and the cab, were totally wrecked. The 
body of Charles Webster, terribly scalded and 
bruised, lay on the grass. The wounded men 
were all suffering terribly, though the people 
who lived inthe neighborhood around were 
doing all they possibly could to alleviate their 
ains. They were promptly removed to the 
me house, in Goodwater, where Drs. Grimes 
and Walker did a/1 that science could suggest 
to save the lives of all, and to assuage their 
agonies. 

Lanceford was unconscious and his life blood 
freely flowed from the fracture in his head. 
The doctors opened the skull and removed a 
large — of bone, which had been almost 
buried in the brain. This seemed to ease the 
unfortunate man very much. At the time that 
the party left, however, he had not spoken. 

The particulars of the accident were as fol- 
lows: The train was approaching Goodwater 
at the regularspeed and on schedule time. 
Near Wild Cat creek there is a very sharp 
curve. The train passed round the curve 
safely, but while crossing the trestle the struc- 
ture gave way and the whole train was pre- 
Cipitated to the ground. 

he trestle was built of wood and was 
double-decked. It was sixty-three feet high 
and about 200 feet wide. The entire structure 
was torn away, with the exception of about 
thirty or forty feet. 

The cars were piled on one another in a con- 
fused mass, and their contents scattered every- 
where. Theengine was smashed to pieces, 
and the ruined cab lay on its side on the bank. 

It was considered useless to remove the de- 
bris and the idea of burning the pile was en- 
tertained. 


The engine was one of those very Jarge ma- 
chines called ‘“‘consolidation engines,” and was 
only put on this road a few weeks ago. It was 
used to draw the very heavy freights between 
Golumbus and Birmingham, and when equip- 
ped weighed 200,000 pounds. 

At 9:35 o’clock last ni¢ht the usual passenger 
train due in Columbis from Birmingham at 
7:10 reached the dejx t with the special train 
attached. 

The casket containing the remains of Mr. 
Webster was brought in on this train, also the 
wounded engineer, Mr. Keene. The depot 
was crowded, buta cordon of police, under 
Captain Palmer, kept back the surging 
thren . : 

A rush was then made forthe car in which 
Mr. Keene lay. The police, however, pre- 
vented any one from entering. Shortly after 
he was borne to a carriage in waiting and 
driven to the residence of his father, on Third 
avenre. 

Mr. Kkeen*, though badly wounded, bore up 
remnerkadly well. 

In this connection it sould be stated that 
whenthe train was wrecked the engineer, 
having extricated himseif from his terrible 
position, climbed up on the track and, wounded 
and bleeding, Walked several miles, into Good- 
water, to wire the authorities at. the central 
ottices in Columbus of the disaster. He then 
went back to the aid of his inangied crew. 

It was also reported last night that Flapman 
Morgan, in the midst of his sufferings, had the 
presence of mind toreach the bank and notify 
an approaching local freight of the danger. 

he circumstances attending the death of 
Mr. Charles Webster are extremely saddening. 
About one year ago he was promoted to the 
position of engineer of the wrecking train. Pre- 
viously he worked as a fireman for many years 
under Engineer Keene. A strong friendship 
existed between the two men. On the night 
he met his death he left his camp some miles 
above Goodwater, to accompany Mr. Keone 
as far as Dadeville, the meeting point for the 
Columbus and Birmingham through freight 
trains. Ho intended to return to his camp on 
the outgoing freight from here. When the 
engine went down the deceased was sitting on 
the fireman’s box. The engine toppled over 
on that side and the boiling water poured out 
on him. 

Another melancholy circumstance conrert- 
ed with his death is,-thret he brother I egig 
was killed in a.coll:sion on the Piedmont sz... 
Line on October 21st of last year.

We, the committee, have  con- 
ferred with the railroad officials, and while 
other members of the commiitee do not 
agree with me I am _ of the opinion 
that the bridge scheme is the 
only way to solve the question. Those cross- 
ings are veritable death traps, ana we must do 
something to get away with them. ‘The rail- 
road anthorities can be made build the bridges, 
and [think we should do it. Here is the 
ordinance I have prepared on the subject.” 

The paper was passed to tho clerk, who 
read it. It was: 

Be ét ordained by the mayor and gencral council 
in regular session assembled, that the several rail- 
roads at interest are hereby authorized to eqnstruct 
for the city of Atlanta a foot and roadway bridge on 
Forsyth street, a foot and roadway bridge «n 
White ha!l street, a foot bridge on Pryor street and 
a foot bridge on Loyd street, afer the general type 
outlined in plans submitted subject to revision by 
this eounell and city engineers. The actual cost.of 
ali raateria! and. labor necessary for the constmie- 
tion and erection of same to be paid for by the rail- 
roads ut interest. 

“As I said’before,” said Mr. Haas, secuting 
the floor, “‘the majority of the committee ts 
opposed to the bridges. Lt will practically wipe 
out Peachtree and Whitehall street. Prop- 
erty along there is worth aghousand dollars a 
front foot, and these bridges would damage it 
at least forty per cent. At least, $100,000 to 
$200,000 damages would be the resnit. I know 
of but‘one way to remedy this, and that isa 
belt line. True, the depot might be moved, 
but we have no power to make the railroads 
build anether depot or a belt line, either.’’ 

‘That scheme of Mr. Amorcus,’’ said Mr 
Woodward, ‘gives the railroads tlie right to 
fence in their right of way. That fence would 
slways be an eye-sore. Lsee but one way and 
that is to stop the switching over the cross- 
ings.”’ !

Section 1, beit orduimed by the mayor and gen

er make tp trains of Cars, or rim cars or engiues 
ever Whitehall, Pryor or Loyd street crossings be- 
ijween the uours of6a.m. and!) p. m., and any 
rail way company or corporation,or any of its agents 
violating the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction before the recorder, pay a fine ot

THE PRESIDENT SIGNS THE BILL 


AND RETURNS IT. 

Message of the President Showing How the 

Chinese Goverament Kejected the Treaty 
Ainend ment. 

Wasuinctron, October 1.—Followiug is the 
president’s message to congress today with the 
Chinese bill: 

To THe CoxGoress: I have this day approved 
house bill No. 11,336, supplementary to an act en- 
titled “an act to execute certain treaty stipulations 
relating tothe Chinese,’ approved the 6th day of 
May, 1882, It seems tome that some suggestions 
and recommendations may properly accompany my 
approval of this bill. Its object is to more effectu- 
ally accomplish by legislation the. exclusion from 
this country of Chinese laborers. The experiment 
of blending the social habits and mutual race 
idiosyncracies of the Chinese laboring classes 
with those of the great body of people of the United 
States, bas been proved by an experience of twenty 
years, gad ever since the Burlingame treaty of 1563, 
to be in every sense unwise, {mpolitic and injurious 
to both nations. With the lapse of time the neces- 
sity for its axandonment has grown in force until 
those having in charge the government of the re- 
spective countries have resolved to modify and suf- 
ficiently abrogate all those features of prior conven- 
tional arrangements which permitted the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the United States. In the mod- 
ification of prior conventions the treaty of Novem- 
ber 7, 1880 was concluded, whereby in the first arti 
cle thereofit was agreed thatthe United States 
should, a@®@ will, regulate, limit or suspend the 
coming of hinese laborers to the 
United States, but not absolutely prohibit it, and 
under this article an act of congress approved on 
May 6, 1882, and amended July 5, 1884, suspended 
for ten years the coming of Chinese laborers {> the 
United States, and regulated the going and coming 
of such Chinese laborers as were at that time in the 
United States, 

it was, however, soon made evident that tue 
mercenary greed of the parties who were trading in 
labor of this clase, the Chinese population was prov- 
ing too strong for the just execution of law, and 
that the virtual defeat of the object and intent of 
both the law an@ the treaty was being fraudulently 
accomplished by false pretense and rjury, 
contrary to the expressed will of both 
aber pena | To such an cxtent has the successiul 
violation of the treaty and !aws enacted for its exe- 
cution } rogressed that courts in the Pacific states 
bave been for some time st overwhelmed by an 
examination of Chinese laborers who are char 
with having entered our ports under fraudulent cer- 
tficates of return, or seek to ett sblish by perjury the 
claim of prior residence. Such demonstration of 
the inoperative and ineffectual condition of the 
treaty and law bas produced deep seated and in- 
creasing discoutent among the people of the United 
States and especially with those resident on the Pa- 
cifice coast. This has induced me to omit no effort to 
find an effectual remedy for the evils complained of 
and to answer the earnest popniar demand for the 
absolute exclusion of Chinese laborers having ob- 
jects and purposes unlike our own, and wholly dis- 
connected with American citizenship. 

Aided by the presence in this country by able and 
intelligent diplomatic and consular officers of the 
Chinese government, and representations made 
from time to time by our ministry in China under 
instructions of the department of state, the actual 
condition ot public sentiment and the state of af- 
tairs in the United States has been fully made 
known to the government of China, 

Necessity for the remedy has bee» 
appreciated by that government, and in 
August, 1886, our minister at Pekin received 
from the Chinese foreigh office a communication 
announcing that China, of her own accord, pro- 
posed to establish a system of strict and absolute 
prohibition of her laborers, under heavy nalties, 
from coming to the United States, and likewise to 
prohibit the return to the United Siates of any 
Chinese laborer who had at any time gone back to 
China “In order,” in the words of the communica- 
tion, “that Chinese laborers may gradually be re- 
duced in number, and the causes oi danger avoided 
and lives preserved.’ This view of the Chinese 
government, so completely in harmony with that 
of the United States, was by declarations specdily 
formulate! in the treaty drait between the 
two nations embodying the proposition 
so presented by the Chinese foreign office. The de- 
liberations, frequent oral discussions and correspon- 
dence on general questions that ensued have been 
fully communicated by me to the senate at its 
present session, and may be properly referred to as 
containing a complete bistory of the transaction. 

It is thus easy to learn how the joint desires and 
unequivocal mutual understanding of two govern- 
ments were brought into articulated form ina 
treaty which, after a mutual exbibition of plenary 
powers from the respective governments, was signed 
and concluded by the plenipotentiaries of the 
United States and China, at this capital, on March

being submitted tor the advice and osonsent 
the senate. its confirmation on the Tth 
day of May last, was accompanied by 
two amendments which that body engrafted: upon 
it. Onthe I2th day of the same month the Chinese 
minister, ~whe was plen‘potentiary of his 
government in wuegotiatios “and conclusion 


alter the terms of the treaty,’’ and the amendments’ 
were at once telegraphed to China, whither the 
original treaty had previously been sent, immedi- 
ately after its signature on March 12th. 

On the Uth day of ‘last month I approved 
senate bill 3,304, to prohibit the coming 
of Chinese laberers to the United 
States. This bill was intended to supplement 
treaty, and was approved in confident anticipation 
of an early exchange of ratifications ofthe treaty, 
and its amendments aud proclamations of the same 
upon which event the legislation so approved was 
by its terms to take effect. 

No information ofany deffnite action upon the 
trest; by the Chinese government was received 
until the 2ist ultimo, the day the bill which I have 
just approved was presented tome. When the tele- 
gram from our ministcr at Pekin to the secretary of 
state announced the refusal ofthe Chinese govern- 
ment to exchange ratifications of the treaty, unless 
further discussions should be had with a view to 
shorten the period stipulated in the treaty for the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers, and to change 
the conditions agreed on, which should entitle any 
Chinese laborer who might go back to China to re- 
turn again tothe United States. By a note from 
the charge d’affaires ad interim of China to the sec- 
retary of state receivedon the evening of the 25th 
ultimo, a copy of which is herewith transmitted, to- 
gether with a reply thereto, an amendment is 
proposed whereby a certificate under which any 
Sopnetang Chinese laborcr alleging possession of 
property in the United ‘tites would be enabled to 
return to this country should be granted by the Chi- 
nese consul instead of the United Siates collector, 
as had been provided in the treaty. 
The obvious and unnecessary effort 
of this last proposition would be 
practical to pace the exccution of the treaty be- 
yond the couirol of the United Sfates. Article 1 of 
the treaty proposed to be so ecg altered, had 
in the course of negotiations been settled in acqui- 
escence with a request of the Chinese plenipotenti- 
ary, and to his expressed satisfaction. In 1886, as 
appears in documents heretofore referred to, the 
Cilaene foreign office had formally proposed to our 
mivister a strict exclusion of Chinese laborers from 
the United States, without limitation, and had oth- 
erwise and more definitely stated that no term 
whatever for exclusion was necersary, forthe rea- 
son that China would of iteelf take steps to prevent 
its laborers from coming to the United States. 

In the course of negotiations that followed sug- 
gestions from the same quarters led to the inspec- 
tion in behalf of the United States in the term of 
“thirty years,” and this termupon representations 
of the China plenipotentiary was reduced te “twen- 
ty years’ and finally soagreed upon. 

" Article 11 was wholly of Chinese origination and 
to that alone owes its presencein treaty, and it is 
here pertinent to remark that everywhere in the 
United States laws for the collection of debts are 
equally available to all creditors without respect to 
race, sex, nationality or place of residence and 
equally with citizens or — of the most fa- 
vored nations and with citizens of the United 
States, recovery can be had in any court of ae on 
in the United States by a subject of China whether 
of the laboring or any other class. No disability 
accrues from the non-residence of a plaintiff whose 
claim can be enforced in the usual way by him, 
or his assignee, or attorney, in our courts of 
justice. 

In this respect, it cannot be alleged that there ex 
ists the slightest discrimination against Chinese 
subjects, and it isa notable tact that large tradin 
firms and companies and individual merchants an: 
traders of that nation are profitably established at 
numerous points throughout the union, in whose 
hands every claim transmitted by an absent China- 
man, justand lawful nature} could be completely 
en forced. 

The admitted and paramount right and duty of 


elements of forcign »population which for any 
reason retard its prosperity, or is-detrimental to the 
moral ‘and physical health of its people, must be 
regarded as a recognized canon of international 
laws and intercourse. “China herself had not dis- 
sented from this doctrine, but has, by the expres-

The New Political Generation. 

A thoughtful writer in thé current’ num- 
ber of the Century Magazine discusses the 
4ifferent political generations which have 
éontrolled the destinies of our government 
since its foundation. 

The first rulers of the republic were com- 
paratively young men, although many of 

them were old enouch to have taken an act- 
five part in the revolution. Washington was 
the oldést member of the administration— 
he was fifty-seven. Jefferson was forty-six, 
Knox, thirty-nine, Randolph, thirty-six and 
Hamilton, thirty-two. Madison entered the 
rst house at thirty-eight, and Monroe was 
Beated in the senate before he was thirty- 
- After this constructive generation, as ovr 
author calls it, disappeared, the second po- 
tical generation—a compromise gen- 
ération—came on the stage, and ruled the 
Country from 1820 until the election of 
neoln. This was the age, says the 
entury writer, of Clay and 
ebster; of Jackson and Calhoun; of Ben- 
ton and Taney; of the Missouri compromise 
find its repeal; of the fugitive slave law and 
the Dred Scott decision. 

The third generation of statesmen began 
to rise before the disappearance of Clay and 
Webster. This was the reconstructive one. 
It was composed of men born. during the 
first two decades of the nineteenth century, 
and it had on the one side of the slavery 
question such menas John P. Hale, Sew- 
ard, Chase and Sumner, and on the other 
men like Davis and Tuooimbs. 

With the exception of a very few men, 
the third generation has disappeared, and 
the fourth is coming forward to fill the va- 
¢ant places. Many of the members of this

state sovereignty and secession were the is- 

s. Of the West Virginia delegation in 
®ongress the oldest was born as late as 1843, 
and two of the members were only eight 
years old when Sumter was fired upon. A

the new generation has supplanted the one 
which carried the nation through tho war. 
The ast consus showed that of our 8,270,518

native white voters, no less than 1,546,703, | 


or nearly one-fifth of the whole number, 
were twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three 
and twenty-four years old. Adding those 
between twenty-four and thirty, we have 
an aggregate of 3,019,663, or more than one- 
third of all. 
voters are too young to be eligible as repre- 
sentatives in congress, while more than 
one-third are not old enough for senators. 
“Nearly all of the latter class,”’ to quote 
again, ‘‘are men who have been born since 
the out-break of the war, for the baby born 
the day Sumter was attacked isnowa man 
Indeed, there 
are far more than a millton of men entitled 
to vote for president this year who were not 
born until after Lee’s surrender. On the 


other hand, those who were old enough to: 


vote in 1860 are at least forty-nine years of 
age this autumn, and less than a quarter of 
all male adults (1,958,776 out of 8,270,518 
in 1880) are men who have passed forty- 
eight. 

The new generation, then, ishere. Lin- 
gering in the halls of congress are a few old 
men who heard the Dred Scott decision and 
voted in the election of 1860, but they are 
no longer the real rulers‘of the republic. 
They are disappearing, and with them the 
old issues, and ‘‘new things succeed as for- 
mer things grow old.”” 


The Last of Brother Blaine. 

The people of this country will probably 
not hear but little more, after this year, of 
Brother Blaine as a political factor. 

His deeline as a political power has been 
something wonderful. When he arrived 
from Europe about two months ago he was 
the political lion of this country. Republi- 
cans went wild with enthusiasm at the com- 
ing of the man whom they believed would 
lead them to victory; and democrats, while 
fearing his power, joined in welcoming him 
back, as an American whose return to this 
country after along absence abroad, was a 
matter of national interest. 

Iie threw himself at once into the political 
arena, and after a stay of two months, dur- 
ing which his once brilliant plumes have 
been trailed inthe dust, he refuses to come 
out at the bidding of his friends or the 
jeers of his opponents. 

His participation in the nationai cam- 
paign is-now a matter of more curiosity than 
anything else. He has lost his power of 
harm to the democracy, and consequently 
his capacity of assistance to his own party. 
His course since his return has been one of 
constant indiscretion, and his speeches as a 
whole have probably done more to help the 
democracy than to injure it. 

There is a large element in the republican 
party which is distinctively far Mr. Blaine 
above anything, even of the party policy. 
There is another element which is for any- 
thing else but Mr. Blaine. In this cam- 
paign Mr. Blaine seems to have forgotten 
the existence of this division, and his course 
has been such as to pander to one side and 
affront the other. The consequence is, he 


he is now a republican firebrand, and as 


fast as he is thrown into one community by 
his admirers, he is thrown out by the other 
element, which realizes that he is a danger- 
ous missile. 

The republican press has been explaining 
his defense of the trusts ever since he made 
that celebrated speech, and the more they 
explain the deeper they put Mr. Blaine in 
his little grave. Every time he speaks, the 
republican press devotes itself to explaining 
some of his absurd utterances, and his ac- 
tivity has now reacheda point of absolute 
offensiveness to the republican managers. 
A few months ago there was not arepublican 
in the country who would not have said 
that he would be made secretary of state in 
the event of General Harrison’s election: 
Now the whole party is devoting itself to 
checking the injury which even the report 
of such a contingency entails, by denying it; 
and it is even said that the national com- 
mittee. has determined to announce that no 
such thing will happen in the event of re- 
publican success. 

Poor Brother Blaine. This is an off year 
for him, and unless signs fail, this is the last 
of him asa political power. The republi- 
cans are tired of him andthe democrats 
wouldn’t have him. His race is about run, 
and while it is true that he was neck and 
neck for a long time, he hasdropped behind 
at last, and has nowfallen back of the dis- 
tance pole. 

Like Fraudy Hayes, he should take him- 
self into a Hennery, where he can brood 
over his downfall. 


A Cotton Future Case. 

Judge W. W. Turner, of 
county court, has recently rendered a very 
elaborate and able decision in an interesting 
case, involving a ‘‘cotton future’’ transac- 
tion. : 

The judge’s decision was to this effect: 

1. A court will not hear a case founded 
upon an illegal -contract, whether the 
defendant pleads the illegality or not. 

2. That a *‘cotton future’’ transaction is 
an illegal contract. 

3 That to successfully plead the general 
tax actin justification of such a transaction 
the plaintiffs must at least show that they 
have complied with the terms of said act. 

On this last point, Judge Turner, speaking 
of trusts, combines, corners and syndicates 
organized for speculative purposes, said: 

The courts cannot check these evils by originating 
measures to suppress them; bui will be found always, 
as they always haye been found, ready to exercise 
their beneficent powers in rendering eflicacious 
legislative enaciments for this purpose. Surely 
when the tendencies of this evil practice is ‘con.

The Railroad Crossing Problem. 


Epitrors Constitution: “In the multitude 
of counsels there is safety,’’ and with this view | 
submit the following, as a solution of the vexed 
railroad crossing problem, which I originated and 
advocaied five years ago, and which is as follows, 
viz: Commencing on the Central railroad about 
Nelson street with a down grade of seven-tenths per 
hundred feet: on the Western and Atlantic at Spring 
street, same grade, and on the Georgia and Air-Line 
roads at Terry street, same grade. This would lower 
the tracks sufficiently to bridge Loyd, Pryor, White- 
hall, Forsyth, Alabama to Hunter, and Mitchell 
streets, with very light damages to abutting prop- 
erty. The dirt excavated would just about fill the 
large hollow of sixteen or eighteen acres south of 
the Western and Atlantic round house, now useless, 
into a most desirable condition for railroad purposes, 
The railroads cou'd then build a grand union pas- 
sénger depot where most convenient, and the space 
from Whitehall street to Forsyth. covered over, and 
utilized for a market and city hall; and the space so 
eavrpred could be lighted and properly ventilated

of this apparently great undertaking is not so very 
large when you consider the loss of life andthe 
amounts paid yearly by the railroadsin damage 
suits.

THE SUPREME COURT JUDGES. 


The Necessity for the Adoption of the Con 
‘stitutional Amendment. 


In the excitement of local contests in the 
different counties of the state, the question of 
the incorsement by the people of the proposed 
constitutional amendment relative to supreme 
court judges may be lost sightof. This is a 
matter which interests the whole state. 

The case could not be put better than it was 
put by General Toombs. Addressing the con- 
stitutional convention of 1877 on the sabject, 
he said; 

This is nota question of salary. This is nota 
question ofeconomy. It looms far above all that. 

f the system proposed by this amendment is 
deemed better able to support the interests of ‘the 
state of Georgia thanthe system we now have, it 
ought tobe adopted, no matterif it costs seven 
egy dollars, or seven times seventy thousand 

ollars. 

If, in the opinion of this body, the proposed 
change is in favor ofthe best adumiinistration of jus- 
tice in th:s state, and best jor the general welfare of 
the people of Georgia, whether it be necessary or 
not, itshould be done, Ithink itis best myself. 
We are moreaptto have a correct administration 
of justice—a better decision by five justices-than b 
three. Iam told by high authority that “in a mul- 
titude of counse!s there is wisdom,”’ and I think it 
might apply here. Gentlemen say that other states 
havesit. Yos, sir, and I look with gréat regard upon 
the experience ot centuries. J do not belicve 
that anybody. in these days 
Minerva, full armed from 
of Jupiter, L learn, sir, from the experience of other 
men, and I find that when justice is best adminis- 
tered, it is done by more judges than we have here. 
It (five) is not such a number as willl e cumbersome, 
expensive, or will obstruct the course of justice. A 
reason why itis betteris that it insures the vest 
administration of justice. People say that three 
judges are all that is necessary for the correctiou of 
errors; but it has turned out that there is error in 
that. Sometimes we do not get justice, and we do not 
get a correction of errors, or if we do it is delayed. 
I have practiced inthe supreme court from the first 
day it was started until now, and 1 have found 
often thatjustice bas been delayed from term to 
term. When oneof the judges is.disjualified, and 
the othertwo who presile disagree, the judge below 
decides the cause; therefore the suitor does not get 
the benefitof thistribunal. You give them anin- 
ferior tribunal. When you give them this inferior 
tribunal, you give them a decision which you have 
said, in other cases, is not sufficient. 

General Toombs then goes on to say that 
time is not sufficient for tho correct examina- 
tion of records and decisions upon the law and 
facts. 

“This court must examine the records that are 
Ssentuptothem. Often a decision is male on the 
law, aud often on the other haud, on the facts. The 
judge below may say that he grants a new trial be- 
cause the verdict is without evidence, or a thous- 
aud times more frequent, without sufficient evi- 
dence. Itisa very important thing to decide, and 
requires aciose examination of all the facts to 
know whether thereis evidence or suificient evi- 
dence to support the verdict in the court 
below, Now, it this court is in 
creased to five judges, when they 
distribute this work among themselves, they will 
get along more intelligently and do more work;b:' 
while I have the greatest coniidence in the inte! i 
gence, integrity and capacity of this bench, I mus 
say they have not time to examine sufliciently the 
records sent to them, and to correct Many errs 
committed. I find that many errors are ecmmittrd 
by the court itseif. It you divide this work betwecn 
five judges this wiil give more time and ability to 
be bestowed upon each case, and the adminisiration 
of more justice by the five than*by the tlree. 

It is estimated that the average number of 
decisions rendered in 1586 by the supreme 
court judgesof other states was forty-two 
each. Inthis state one: hundred and sixty- 
three, nearly four times that average, were 
written out and delivered by each judge of the 
supreme court. And yct the average salary of 
the judges of other states is nearly $4,000, a 
thousand dollars more than the salary in 
Georgia. In mostof the other states, the 
number of supreme court judges is five and 
upwards. Inthe little state of New Jersey 
the number is nine, and salary $5,000 each. 
Maine and Maryland have eight; several 
other states have seven. Only two states with 
a population equal to that of Georgia have as 
small a number of supreme court judges, 

It is not surprising that within a short period 
three judges of our supreme court have died 
on the bench, and that their deaths have been 
attributed largely to overwork, nor that the 
number presiding is often reduced to two by 
sickness. This excessive work is not only a 
great hardship upon the occupants 


of the 
bench, but is detrimentai to the public inter- 
ests and the’ proper administration of law. 
Overworked men are not capable of the best 
quality of work, physically or mentally. Five 
judges will know more law than three, will be 
able to investigate more law, will suggest pore 
views, and will grasp more fully the facts and 
pojuts presented in the hearing of cases. 

The present bench is anxious for this relief, 
and it should be accorded them.

MR. RICE TO THE PEOPLE. 
A MANLY ADDRESS TO THE VOTERS 
OY THE BETH DISTRICT. 

The Democratic Nominee I eplies to Mr. 
Smaill’s Unmantly Abuse in a Straightfor- 
ward and Commendable Letter. 

To the Voters of the Thirty-Fifth Senatorial 
District: Iam a candidate for your suffrage, 
and take this method of addressing you on the 
subject of certain faiseand slanderous reports 
the Key.

It is im- 
possible for ine to follow him around the dis- 
trict and correct by word of mouth what he 
has said, Itherefore beg you to read briefly 
what I have to say herewith. 

First, Mr. Small charges that at the close of 
the war I went to Washington, swore that I 
had not been loyal to the confederacy and ob- 
This state- 
ment is utterly and unqualifiedly false. I 
never made such an oath, 2nd could not have 
made it truthfully. I never had a claim 
against the government and never collected a 
cent from the government, directly or indi- 
rectiy. My father did have a claim for to- 
baeco, which I think was a just claim, 
as he held the government’s receipt 
for the tobacco. It was disallowed 
and has neyer been’ paid simply 
upon the plea that he was loyal to the confed- 
eracy, and was thereby disloyal tothe United 
States government. So much for the first and 
gravest charge. Itis false, aud the records 
will show it to be false, and I challenge Mr.

This I deny and prononnce it even more infa- 
niously false, if possible, than the charge I 
have answered above.

I always doubted 
whether total prohibition was vracticable or 
not.
